MUCH PLEASED WITH VISIT

ibcs lo, Ilarvard Next, and Will
Sail for England on

October 17th.
After a brief stny. tluring wlilch ho

has won tho hoarts of thousands of
Vlrginla people, Ihe Itt. Rov. nnd Kt.
¦Hon. A. IA Wlnnlngton-Ingram, hord
Bishop of London, lctt Itichmond yns-
i.itluy for the North. Ilo wlll still for
England on October I7tb.

"Is there nnytblng more yon would
llke lo say to the peoplo of Kichmond
bffori' you leave?" tho lord bishop was
usked just before his doparturc.

"Ves." he. rcplled, turnlng uulckly.
"You may say -for me that I have thor¬
oughly enjoycd my vlslt to Itichmond,
nnd that I wlll ever holtl ln tho fondest
r'-.-ollcctlon aml grateful apprcclation
the wurm-heart ecl hospltality with
whlrh I was recelved nmong you Vlr-
glnlnns." and he waved his hand to-
wnrtl tlie several hundred people -who
hnd gnthored to scc hlm off. On his
face was that smlle which seems char-
ucteristlc of hlm. a::d which endcared
hlm to all Klchmonders whlle he was
in thelr midst. Then he was Imme-
illotely surrounded by a crowd of tno'n
nnd women enger lo grasp his hand
iind bld hlm furewcll,

irnml nt Trnlu.
Dr. Ingram, the Itev. E. P. Ander¬

son und his friend, Mr. Clirlstoplierson,
left on the 12:10 traln over the Kich¬
mond; l-'rederlcksburg and. Potomac
Ihillroiitl for Washington, whnnco they
v. 111 lcavo for Harvard Unlverslty,
where thn bishop wlll address, tho
.students. Tbe Engllsh party wns prc-
ireded to Klba Ktatlon by Bishop Glb¬
son imrl his daughters and by Mr,
Chrlstopherson, who mado tiio ar-
rungements for tlio departure. Dr.
ingram, with Mr. P. II. Mayo knd Mr,

lillam Palmer, arrived about twenty
m.nutes heforo tlie tlmo for tho traln
to leave. The bishop smlicd ns he saw
the crowd gathered about tho depot,
and.be smiled stlll moro as they Im-
modiately began to press around hlm.
He moved among tlie throng, shak,-

Ing hunds with all, and telling every-
l-ody how much he had enjoycd hla
stny ln Rlchmond. Up to tho tlmo tho
traln left he was engaged In anlmated
co'iversation ith ihose about him.

Dr. Ingram escaped for a few ^ln-uteH from tho throng and strollcd up
.-imi down the platform with Mr. Pal¬
mer. Just before tho train pullcd Into
the station Bishop Glbson presented
to hlm u bppk of mcmorles of a sol¬
dier who hud fought under StoncwallJackson.

Tlie train came on time, and, after
a few moro rapid hand-shakes with
thoxe about hlm. Dr. Ingram and his
party hoardtd tho car, which pullcd
out almost immedintely after.' Tho
bishop took a seat on tho platform of
the Pullman attached to tho rear of
tho traln, and a photographer took a
last snap-phot at hlm. Ho was soon
out of slght. and the first Dord Bi h->n
ot London. whose see once c-xlen.k-d
over all the unknown wllds of Vlr¬
ginla. to vlslt thls historic portlon of
lils former dlocese had come and gone,
lenving behind hlm as great a manl-
festatlon of affectlon for tho mother
church ns ihough there had never beon
a Bevolulionary War.

Why Jlc Cnme.
It was stated that though ho re¬

celved many invltatlons to visit Vir¬
ginia and be present ut tho occaslon
of tho presentatlon of tho Biblo and
loctern to Bruton,1 Parlsh Church ln
Wllll.'imsburg. Dr. Ingram had de-
cided not to come untll ho recelved n
furthcr pressing invitation from Bishop
Glbson, who Irnpressed upon him the
great need for his presenco to show
to the people that the tles betwoen the
Church ot England and the Episcopal
Church In Amerlca were stlll blndlng
and that they would over be lndissolu-
ble. When the matter was put to hin-
in this light. Dr. Ingram gave up all
his otlier plans and sald ho would
ycome, if only to prove that as far as
splritual tles aro concorned tho Dlo-
<-i-se of London and tho Dlocese of Vlr¬
ginla are still one.
Tho.I/jrd Bishop of London and hlj

party will fill several otlier ongagc-
ments in this country, and wlll sai'
for Llvorpool on October 17th.

MSSIONARIES FROM LANDS
FAR AWAY TELL OF WORK

Great Mass-Meeting Held in City Auditorium Last
Night.Bishop of St. Albans Speaks and An-

nounces That He Will Leave To-Morrow.
Ringing misslonary addresses wero

heard last night in the Clty Audito-
rium, liclds from frozen Alaska to far-
away Indla, and the n»-gleetcd riillip-
plnes being presented, to an laudlehce
which gave closest* attention. Tho
speakers were men*."who had'seen and
llved thatof whlcli'' they' spoke;1 and
they knew flrst-hand of the conditidna
and subjects they. dlscussed.
The closlng addresat- by tho Lord

Bishop 'of St. Albans on the misslon¬
ary work of tho Church 'of England
captlA-ated the audience. 'and brought
fortlf appiauHo ln the' mldst of what
avos o'therwise a religious service. In
the course. of his remarks- the lord
bishop paid a hlgh trlbuto to tho
American mlssionaries ln Indla and
their work tliere, and rather to tho
astonlshment of tho great gatherlng
of churchmen closed by saylng, "I am

not referrlng to American church mis¬
sions. These men are American Bap-
tlsts, Methodists and Presbyterlans."
After recovering from their mSinen-

tary surprlse, the audience broke Into
a distlnct laugh at the way they had
been led to pat, thomselves-on tho back
In tlie praises of the American misston,-
arles and thelr work, only to flnd that
ln thls fleld. at least, tbe church had no

leading part. The lord bishop sald.
hoAvevcr, that he realtzed that the pecu-
liar misslon work of the American
church was ln Chlna and Japan, and
that; ln the.se countrles its labors were

showing mosfr notable fruit. ,

Dr. Stuck
pald a notable trlbute to the Dlocese
of Vlrglnla as. the mother of mlssion¬
aries,, and told ot the work of Bishop
Howe, Avho alonb ln a great area up-
holds.tho name of the church. Dlvld-
Tng the torrltory of Alaska into throe
natural goographical dlvislons, the
archdeacon' took up each ln turn and
qutllned, what had been done and what
was planned for tho immediate future.
A. dlatlnc-tlon Avas made Ih. the work
needed .'for the natives and that for the
Whlte men, the mlners and prospeotors
and peoule of the growlng towns. The
throefol? Avofk, medlcal, oducat|onal
nnd splrltual, was outllned, a trlbute
belng- pald to thn American women
who havo gono forth as nurses ln the
liospitals and dispensarlos ot the frozen
North.

"The Chlnese dld
not ask for help.lt was your mlssion¬
aries who asked for ald for the starv¬
lng natlves about them. One hundrei
mlllionv Chlnamen, are calllng to yoi
to-day In the same way through youi
misslonary agents for tho gospel. The'j
questlon lt when lt flrst coines, Avheth
er or not they wlll receive n. But the
church ls beginnlng to hear tho sllom
can of them mlilloris of poverty-
stricken Chlnese to the wealth of tht
West."
Bishop Roots sald that ho came t<

Amerlca to ask the church for a hal:
mlllion dollars for hla work,. and ai

much moro for the Dlocese of Shanghal
and sald that he had the fulleat conn
dence ln securing what was noeded
Bishop Roots then told of the needt
pf his fleW..for doctors and tralnec
nurses, and for well-tralned teachers
"We don't need medlocrlty," ho do
clared. "We can traln at St- John'i
College, Shanghal, better Chlnamei
than any American college can turt
out. What we want ls well-tralnet
workers, who can teach Chlnamen tt
teach each other."

From the almost neglected and for

gotten uplandB of the Phlllppine Isl
ands came tho next speaker, the Rev
Walter C, Clapp, of Bontoo, P. I. wlu
told of hla work among the Ignoran
and unknown Igorrottos.a dlrty
brown-sklnned people, overlookod li
the march of progress, but who yo
exhibit some bf tho baslc vlrtues an<

sterllng quallttes whlch aro not unl
versal ln hlgher* clvllizatlon. Tho worl
of tho church ln the Philippines ls stll
ln the experlmental stoge, belng bu
a few years old; but the story told b;
